True education must nurture, develop, and 
direct all the God-given faculties body 
and soul, Pope Pius XI, happy memory, 
beautifully has stated it: “It must never 
forgotten that the subject Christian 
education man whole and entire, soul 
united body unity nature, with all 
his faculties natural and supernatural, such 
right reason and Revelation show him 

The school’s curriculum must fulfill the 
requirements proper education and provide 
experiences for the development and direction 
the whole child. Interests, motives, atti- 
tudes, ideals, appreciations, and 
must fostered and developed.

Interpreting 
St. Thomas for us, Mary Helen Mayer states: 
“The reason why sense experience necessary 
for perfect act knowledge that without 
this experience the mind knows only about 
object thought, not it. know 
thing thoroughly the mind must know not 
only what thing but also what 

Science taught through activities will enable 
the child observe, experiment, analyze, 
and compare; experience and think. 
This education, truly progressive and Cath- 
olic. the program thus carried out 
each individual teacher, the objectives the 
course will insured and the final outcomes 
will found both satisfying and creditable.

well know, desire companionship and coop- 
eration their activities. They will organize; 
they will have their clubs; they will have 
their gangs, their societies for this and that.

This 
has been done some extent, particularly 
the C.Y.O. and other organizations interested 
the problems youth, but could not 
much more? 


Vocation Club 


there one particular boy girl who 
needs much encouragement these days 
unrest, greed for huge salaries, upset 
homes and “too busy” parents, obviously 
the boy girl who has religious vocation. 
Church authorities are greatly alarmed over 
the lack interest the part modern 
youth providing from their ranks the spir- 
itual leaders tomorrow. How badly the 
Church will need these leaders the days 
ahead us, only God knows! 

the purpose this article suggest 
partial answer this legitimate concern 
teachers and pastors. What suggest not 
new, granted, but feel that can help 
greatly éncouraging the future generations 
men and women prepare themselves 
take leading part bringing Christ the 
world and the world back Christ. 

Three years ago, elementary teacher, 
quietly studying her class eighth-grade boys 
and girls writing test, came the realization 
that the group before her was unusual that 
there seemed many religious voca- 
tions among them. She decided find out 
what she could help them reach their 
high ideals. The result was the formation 
boys’ vocation club and later another organ- 
ization for the girls. The intervening period 
time having proved the value these 
organizations, hoped that other teachers 
children early adolescence will take 
the idea and put into effect. The general 
plan the organization and operation 
these groups follows, but individual teachers 
may wish vary details. 

The group referred above became known 
the St. Michael’s V-Club. began with 
members and now numbers 24, school 
approximately five hundred pupils. Six 
the number are now students local semi- 
nary. The usual officers were chosen from 
among the older boys, but director really 
the controlling influence. the greatest 
importance that the director chosen for this 
work imbued with zeal, prudent and

tactful, and have deep sympathy for the 
adolescent boy girl. Since the ultimate 
success this project depends upon the 
untiring zeal and enthusiasm the director 
more than upon any other single human 
factor, essential that the person chosen 
for this work capable winning the 
confidence the group will direct. 


Selecting Members 


One the most important duties the 
director obtain new members and this 
duty lies solely with him, although members 
may propose some individual suitable 
candidate. also importance that 
certain amount prudent secrecy main- 
tained concerning the clubs, their purpose and 
their membership, adolescent, adult 
for that matter, likes his intentions paraded 
for public comment. 

Having decided that certain boy girl 
has the director will question 
the child the opportune moment. Should 
(we will now concentrate the club for 
boys) express his wish become religious 
priest some future date, invited 
become member the club. the St. 
Michael’s Club, the rules drawn the 
original members and amended from time 
time stipulate that such 
member must have very thorough under- 
standing the rules before being admitted 
membership and must promise publicly 
the meeting respect the secrecy the 
club. the first meeting attends, the 
seriousness the purpose the club 
impressed upon him, quizzed the 
rules and asked promise fidelity them. 
Some the fundamental rules the club 
have mentioned, are: frequent Holy Com- 
munion, particularly feasts the Blessed 
Virgin, she having been chosen patroness 
this club; daily visit the Blessed Sacra- 
ment; daily prayer for the other members. 
This club uses its official ejaculation, 
“Queen the Clergy, pray for and all 
members the V-Club.” The members are 
often reminded that they aspire become 
the spiritual leaders the future, not 
expecting too much them that they will 
lead now good deportment and seriousness 
about their For this reason, they are 
expected make the school honor roll 
regularly. 


Cooperation 


One the priests the parish might 
asked take particular interest the 
members the club, talk them occa- 
sionally, and take part their activities. The 
girls would benefited occasional talk 
given members religious communities, 
particularly those the community teaching 
them. There are also many other worth while 
and interesting projects which the clubs 
might participate, such picnics, hikes, 
visits various institutions the city, 
correspondence with other communities 
missionaries, church work and sewing, and 
general mission work. other clubs this 
sort have been organized members 
the same community the other schools 
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the city, correspondence between members 
the various groups may prove 
spiration and help. large city, general 
meeting all groups could held once 
twice year. this time day recollection 
could held social activities planned. 
well let boys and girls know that there 
are many others who have the intention 
giving all for Christ. comforting 
know that one not alone making such 
sacrifice, and these general meetings often 
result lasting and valuable friendships. 

What should with the boy (or girl) 
who changes his intentions after sincerely 
expressing his desire join this group? Such 
individual should made feel that 
although not expected any longer 
remain active member the group, 
least will considered honorary mem- 
ber, one who will help the others his 
prayers and sacrifices. Those who leave for 
the seminary convent will found 
doubly interested the work the club 
once they are position appreciate its 
true value. They may not able continue 
taking active part the club meetings 
and social gatherings but certainly their 
prayers will help others 
excellent example. the school very large, 
may feasible separate the grade school 
and high school pupils and conduct separate 
units for each group. 


Gathering Information 
well have the club members become 


with the purpose and work 


many different communities. Most communi- 
ties are glad supply information concerning 
their origin and works, which may well form 
the topic for discussion and report the 
regular meetings the club. prudent 
director certainly will never discourage club 
member who looks other communities. 
disparaging attitude this regard would 
disastrous, and would certainly prove that 
such director has very poor understanding 
the doctrine the Mystical Body 
Christ. but natural have particular 
love for and interest one’s own community, 
but prudence and good sense tell that all 
communities have been organized God’s 
work, and the boy girl under our charge 
certainly has the right follow God-given 
call another community. 

would likewise foolish expect that 
100 per cent the members these clubs 
will end convents, monasteries, 
seminaries. Many virtuous boys and 
who feel the urge serve Christ more per- 
fectly during the years their innocence and 
fervor find later that they really have 
religious vocation all. seminaries lose 
from per cent their original 
first-year high school classes before these boys 
reach ordination, how can expect that all 
members much younger group will per- 
severe their first intentions? If, however, 
help just one boy girl come closer 
Christ just one, say—who might not 
have done without our encouragement and 
the prayers his companions, then can 
truly say that all our time and sacrifice have 
not been wasted. Future generations, enjoy- 
ing the ministrations priest their midst 
religious teacher instructing their chil- 
dren, surely will agree that the efforts 
made help these followers Christ 
their way were very worth while.

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Public Transportation for Pupils 
Private Schools 


Compulsory Attendance Law and Transportation Private-School Pupils 
Sister Lawrence Wilson, 


The Issue Involved 


compulsory attendance law has been 

called into the controversy over granting 
free transportation private school pupils. 
fulfilling the obligation attending school 
which the state has imposed, many children 
must rely upon transportation facilities. 
order aid these children, the states have 
provided free transportation for some pupils. 
The expenditure public funds for this 
purpose has been sanctioned the basis that 
the compulsory attendance law requires pupils 
attend school, and transportation neces- 
sary means helping them keep the law. 
The issue involved the question public 
transportation private school pupils this: 
children are obliged keep the law compelling 
attendance school; they are complying with 
the law attendance private school 
well public school; transportation 
granted children the states order 
protect them from traffic dangers, inclement 
weather, undue fatigue, and other factors 
which might interfere with regular attendance 
school; democracy the concern the 
state for the welfare its children extends 
all regardless the school they attend; 
therefore, state aid for transportation pupils 
private schools logical consequence 
the compulsory attendance law. 


State Rights Education 


Based upon the right the state protect 
itself and anything necessary promote 
the general welfare society, certain laws 
have been enacted pertaining the education 
children. Chief among these the com- 
pulsory education law, which children are 
required attend school under specified con- 
ditions age, mentality, and physical health. 

The right the state require attendance 
school has been contested some instances, 
but the courts uniformly agreed that 
this right fundamental the state the 
exercise its police power: 

legal contemplation the primary purpose 
the maintenance the public school system 
the promotion the general intelligence the 
people constituting the body politic, and thereby 
increase the usefulness and efficiency the 
citizens upon which government depends. Free 
schooling furnished the state not much 
right granted individuals duty imposed 
them for public 

Legally, schools exist “primarily for the 
purpose protecting the state from the con- 
sequences ignorant and incompetent 
citizenship.”? this basis that the right 
the state require attendance school has 
been declared constitutional. 

Recognizing the difficulties that some chil- 
dren would have abiding the compulsory 
attendance law because distance and other 
factors, all states States have 
provided free transportation pupils the

public schools. This, necessity, raises the 
question transportation private schools. 
The right the private school exist and 
function has been definitely decided the 
Supreme Court the United States.* The 
obligation the state provide transporta- 
tion public expense for pupils attending 
private schools under the compulsory attend- 
ance law has been the subject much 
troversy. Some those who have expressed 
opinions the question have been favor 
granting free transportation all children 
attending school transportation neces- 
sary for them; others hold that the state has 
obligation duty provide public trans- 
portation private school pupils reason 
the compulsory attendance law since the 
state fulfills its obligation when provides 
public and the means getting 
them. common agreement has been reached 
this question, but analysis some 
court decisions and some competent opinion 
sides the controversy may lead 
solution the problem. 


Court Decisions 


1938, case came before the Court 
Appeals which the question 
compulsory attendance and the promotion 
the general welfare the child involved 
was made the leading issue. The Board 
Education Baltimore County had appealed 
the case the higher court after the Circuit 
Court Baltimore County had rendered 
decision favor the defendant. this 
case, the defendant was Carroll Wheat, 
Jr., pupil the Roman Catholic school 
Baltimore County. appealed the board 
for transportation his school since transpor- 
tation was provided children his locality 
who attended public schools. The board re- 
fused his request and the case was taken 
court. Here the child was granted favorable 
decision the basis that since Baltimore 
County had passed local law 1937 pro- 
viding transportation those pupils who lived 
certain distance from school, and, since 
the boy question attended school located 
three miles from his home and along the 
route the public school bus, was en- 
titled the same opportunity for transporta- 
tion was given public school children. 

The Board Education took the case 
the higher court and, appealing the case, 
made aid sectarian school the chief issue. 
The defendant, however, claimed that the 
chief issue involved was the compulsory edu- 
cation law and the right the child 
benefits provided the state for the welfare

Carroll Wheat, Jr., Court Appeals Mary-

control over the education and compels attend- 
ance school all children from years 
age, whether they attend public private 
schools, and the provision for transportation 
and from the consolidated schools (Code, Art. 
77. Sec. 50) aid the end and purpose

Another case which seems indicate in- 
fringement upon the rights parents 
choosing school for their children seen 
the closing St. Joseph School, Sylvania, 
Failure the district provide 
transportation Catholic school pupils was 
directly responsible for the closing this 
school, according the pastor, Rev. Alfred 
Schindler. The district was requested pro- 
vide transportation children attending 
the Catholic school question. The trans- 
portation was taken care the 
regular school buses, without any change 
the bus. Transportation was denied the 
board September, 1937. similar petition 
for transportation was sent the board 
June, 1938, and, when response was re- 
ceived, and provision made for trans- 
porting the pupils, the school was not able 
reopen September. According the 
amendment the Constitution the state 
which forbids the expenditure money 
aid sectarian school there, authorities the 
district felt that they could not supply trans- 
portation pupils attending 
school. However, denial transportation 
these pupils the parochial school the 
district difficult understand since satis- 
factory arrangements have been worked out 
the surrounding districts.

Conclusions 


view the cases and incidents cited, 
would appear that the issue compulsory 
attendance and the inherent right parents 
educate their children must considered 
any settlement the question public 
transportation private school pupils. Exer- 
cising its police power, the state has the right 
compel parents send their children 
school. Court decisions and opinions state 
attorney generals have upheld both the right 
the state compel attendance school 
and the right parents freedom choice 
the selection the school which their 
children will educated. Beyond compelling 
attendance school the state may not go.

Physical Fitness for 
Catholic Schools 


“The greatest internal national problem 
the American people, after comiplete 
victory World War II,” says Colonel 
Leonard Rowntree, head the medical 
division the Selective Service System,

for their present and postwar responsibili- 
ties. This extends the whole population 
but, with eye the future, concerns 
particularly the children. This involves 
the question early training and educa- 
tion. The fact cannot begin too early. 
Both the home and the school must take 
their places laying the foundations 
the program. 

“This applies the mental hygiene 
well the physical hygiene the indi- 
vidual. More and more see how the 
mind and the body are closely interde- 
pendent. are coming realize more 
and more this mental element physical 
fitness.” 

This very good introduction 
practical discussion the problems 
national health and health education. 
furnishes more intelligent approach 
the problem physical fitness than the 
one year compulsory military service for 
year olds for which fantastic claims are 
made from the health angle. Dr. Rowntree 
also the head national joint com- 
mittee which brings

nationwide physical-fitness program affect- 
ing all persons from their birth. The plat-

This was response the Navy repre- 
sentative’s statement that: defini- 
tion objectives has lot with it, 
think. try have every student 
understand why he’s studying particular 
subject, and exactly what he’ll able 

This will require discussion but will 
necessary first put here juxtaposi- 
tion some other statements from the broad- 
cast.

One should note here, schools, that 
the motivation part least extrane- 
ous, not intrinsic. Promotions, rank, insig- 
nia, and pay are extraneous motives. They 
should by-products not motives. But, 
officer personnel, rank too often 
obsession. 

There one genuine intrinsic motive 
that intrinsic. you don’t learn the 
lesson, you lose your life: motivation 
born knowing that you don’t master 


subject, you may lose your life isn’t 
generally applicable civilian training. 
You just can’t duplicate that kind real- 
ism. But, otherwise, all the aspects 
motivation I’ve mentioned parallel similar 
elements civilian training situations. 
the matter teamwork, believe 
have developed handmaiden discipline. 
The teamwork inherent gun crew, 
kitchen, Signal Corps operation, 
infantry tank-artillery action each 
has its counterpart civilian life. Projects 
social studies, experiments physics, 
plays the football field, activities 
student government they all develop the 
that the failure any individual means 
the wrecking the whole project. And the 
determination each man that will 
not the one fail.” 

But the military training program 
you have the same problem civilian 
training. The reason for learning now for 
some situation the future. schools you 
are preparing for the future. The problem 
is, both cases, convince the student 
that what learning now necessary 
the situation will face. Not knowing 
where will fight what real fighting 
is, has accept the training prepara- 
tion for future situation. course, the 
fact that many men are killed booby 
traps shows how hard prepare for 
future contingencies.

All history drama and drama action, 
the history period should made 
period alive with drama and action that 
not even one the pupils will say: hate 
old, dry history.” History neither dead nor 
dry, and various devices can 
make our high school classes re-create these 
dramatic moments the world’s existence,

The foregoing suggestions are only the 
merest minimum possibilities for corre- 
lating English with history. every age and 
decade there will great poems match 
with decisive dates history. course, 
time will not always permit each member 
the class recite the poem which was used 
connection with the history lessons, nor 
might such desirable, aside from the ques- 
tion time. Our practice was ordinarily 
have the poems given choral readings, thus 
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affording some training speech. other 
times, for variety’s sake, would have all 
the names box, and draw out one, and 
would the one recite for the class. 
The name-drawing-out-of-box, for some rea- 
son other, seems excite interest. 

Another device used the same class 
was social nature also. For instance, the 
trial Joan Arc was put into the hands 
chairman and committee. This assign- 
ment was given about week advance 
the lesson and the trial was written and 
dramatized. When the presentation day came, 
the effectiveness and earnestness with which 
was given surprised the student audience, 
and their applause, turn, pleased the actors. 
believe that the members that class will, 
all their lives, have supreme admiration and 
sympathy for Joan Arc, just account 
that history lesson. The trials Charles 
and Mary Queen Scots were prepared 
and presented the same way. Likewise was 
presented student-written dramatization 
the part which St. Catherine Siena took 
the settlement the Great Western Schism. 
These dramatizations kept interest the boil- 
ing point, and had the further advantage 
affording excellent practice com- 
position and speech. 

Another project found effective 
same class was history notebook which 
were kept maps, which great plenty were 
drawn. may also add that map drawing had 
perennial interest. Much rivalry and infinite 
pains were shown order determine who 
would have the best-looking maps. All maps 
were exhibited the bulletin boards before 
being returned the students. 

Architecture, too, came for its share 
attention. The different styles architecture 
were drawn elaborate pencil designs, and 
right creditable were they for freshmen and 
sophomore students. These drawings had the 
further merit arousing interest the 
various styles architecture, and many dis- 
cussions the distinguishing features the 
various styles could overheard the class- 
room occasionally. The artists the different 
ages and schools which were mentioned the 
history the text proceeded, were studied, 
and collection many pictures could 
got together was arranged one the 
bulletin boards. The saints proceeded 
down our way the centuries were not 
neglected either, and was interesting see 
with what facility the pupils could identify 
their long litany saints, and place each 
his her respective country and century. 

Lastly, tests were frequent occurrence, 
but they carried with them shivers and 
bitten fingernails, for the children themselves, 
for the most part, made their own tests. 
Incidentally, may add, think they made 
pretty good job it. They would submit 
what they considered good set true-false, 
multiple-choice, completion, identification 
questions, and always the questions chosen 
for the class test would cross section 
the ones submitted.

Plea for Exposition 


English taught that the student may learn 
understand and appreciate the written and 
spoken thoughts others and that may 
develop ability express clearly his own orig- 
inal thought thoughts that has gained 
from others. These, broadly speaking, are the 
aims our courses literature and compo- 
sition. The study literature intended 
develop, along with good reading habits, the 
power understand and appreciate the 
thoughts and emotions others, while in- 
cidentally inspiring creative thought. The 
function composition, the other hand, 
develop self-expression imitative ex- 
pression, and self-criticism. The problem 
the teacher English strike just 
balance possible between literature and 
grasp thought, more attention literature 
needs more composition. 

Perhaps have been rather neglectful 
this balance between literature and composi- 
tion, and also the proper proportion at- 
tention the various forms discourse. 
Many feel that our courses composi- 
tion should more extensive; but, the time 
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Grammar Ladder, Grammar in Miniature, and Thoughtful 
English Composition. 


that can devote the subject being lim- 
ited, content ourselves with devising ways 
and means make our teaching more effi- 
cient. Certainly just and uniform method 
grading themes, individual instruction, 
private consultations, vocational interest, and 
careful, judicious cultivation the pupil’s 
natural bent will improve composition work; 
but doubt whether any these helps really 
destroys the root the trouble. wonder 
whether, after all, the solution does not lie 
nearer hand? wonder whether the solu- 
tion does not lie more just proportion 
among the types classics studied and read 
literature, and among the forms dis- 
course taught composition? 

teacher one our greatest universities 
once said me: “Your English courses must 
badly planned, else you people not 
teach them rightly. Many the students who 
come cannot read page their his- 
tory, geology, and then tell clearly and 
briefly their own words the contents the 
page they have read.” And another joined him 
with: “Yes, and have had students who 
could not even copy the page accurately, with 
the book open before their eyes.” Now, 
although both these instructors were truthful 
men, obviously the teacher English cannot 
held entirely responsible for lack ac- 
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curate observation, for lack ability 
generalize, the part students. 


Attempt Too Much? 


No, cannot held entirely responsible; 
yet seems that time goes more and 
more responsibility being thrust upon teach- 
ers English. are expected teach our 
pupils much, under such trying conditions, 
and short time that the problem 
enough stagger the most practical. are 
told stress the aesthetic emotional phase 
English, teach humanity, build char- 
acter, develop clear business expression, 
develop vocational interest, watch espe- 
cially for talent, teach all the literary 
forms, and withal run the whole gamut 
conventional rules underlying the use the 
language, spoken written, from the word 
the finished product. the high 
school, irritable under the strain, wonder why 


more not done the grades; the college’ 


and the university complain 
ciency; and the world blames the college. 
Now are not all trying too much? Are 
not trying put old heads hopelessly 
young shoulders? Unlike Horatio, give 
them tongues, but understanding; yes, even 
knowledge without understanding. When 
try too much nothing well. 


Emphasize Exposition 


believe was Jack London who said that 
had never learned write until had 
forgotten all had learned about writing 
college. This is, course, exaggeration; 
but believe meant that understanding 
came only with later and more leisurely as- 
similation what had learned. pupil 
pushed too rapidly through course, too 
much detailed instruction attempted the 
course, cannot expected that much will 
assimilated. Thoughtful mastery must 
come, all, the end any given 
process; but ought pay more attention 
thought development during any given 
course English. believe that ought 
spend more time and effort the study 
the cost less time spent the 
study that which mainly narrative 
descriptive. The average pupil will, through 
life, have more use for exposition than 
will for any other form discourse. 

all want our pupils feel, know, 
and think; want make their lives 
both speculative and operative. How can 
this? seems that the emotional 
and aesthetic sides our pupils are already 
well cared for the attention paid poetry, 
the novel, and the drama; but think that 
have not paid sufficient attention liter- 
ature whose understanding and expression 
principally thought process. Moreover, 
dealing with poetry and kindred literature 
there tendency teachers avoid what 
they term “picking any selection, 
and content themselves with presenting the 
central idea only, garnished with emotional 
trimmings and served historical and bio- 
graphical setting. would well pay 
much more attention solid detail than 
do, even the risk making something un- 
interesting, perhaps even difficult tiresome. 
Why should such slaves the element 
interest? Why should loath pin 
our students down hard solid work? Stu- 
dents should made look the dic- 
tionary the facts about every unfamiliar 
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word; they should made assimilate the 
meaning every line sentence; they 
should made grasp the idea every 
stanza paragraph; and not only grasp 
all these things, but express them clearly. 
this method old fashioned and deaden- 
ing, then the teacher fault; such meth- 
need not lacking spirit. The old- 
fashioned teaching the paraphrase and the 
abstract has much commend itself 
those who are sugar coating our teaching 
with inordinate appeal interest. 

means would have thought that 
advocate teaching every bit literature 
intensively. The greater part should, 
course, read for various purposes, not the 
least which may pure enjoyment; but 
certainly advocate the teaching more 
exposition, and the adoption more exposi- 
tory method other forms discourse. 
These last two points are, think, the key 
better composition work. cannot turn out 
poets, cannot develop dramatists novel- 
ists, unless our pupils happen born for 
the work; but can, and should, develop 
good readers and writers exposition, for 
that the form discourse which will be- 
stead our pupils all their lives. 


The Utility Exposition 


Furthermore, the teacher English is, 
virtue his position, particularly open 
adverse criticism, his opportunity for 
good very great. well placed the 
teacher science any other branch, 
perhaps more so, stimulate very impor- 
tant quality the educated man woman; 
namely, curiosity, intellectual curiosity. What 
rich mines thought can opened the 
clever teacher English through the study 
exposition! What discoveries can made 
the talents inclinations different 
students! Literally, hundreds articles and 
the processes their manufacture and use, 
questions politics, history, commerce, 
science (really there end), all vital 
part our lives, can made clear, least 
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elementally, the classroom. There posi- 
tively limit what may done, and 
better yet, what may suggested 
worthy being done, course 
exposition. 


Stimulate Observation 


“But,” hear someone say, “how one 
teach all the necessary conventional rules and 
customs necessary the user correct 
English?” Well, course, you know the source 
all texts grammar, composition, and 
rhetoric. You know how keep ourselves 
date such matters. Why not train the 
student for himself the same thing that 
for ourselves? Cultivate his powers 
observation; help him make them keen and 
accurate. There not rule punctuation, 
letter writing, sentence structure, any- 
thing fact, that cannot get ob- 
serving what make him read any 
good English course. Point out these facts 
until can see them for himself. Teach him 
little self-reliance instead textbook rote; 
let him verify again and again what has 
discovered; and, finds that our writers 
did not always follow the rules our texts, 
give him extra credit. will have gained 
asset worth while life. 

The natural result thorough course 
expository literature will greater power 
the student express himself clearly, ac- 
curately, and forcibly. student who can 
think straight, will able plan and write 
straight. course, must admitted that 
writing good English art well 
science, and some cases student special 
artistic temperament may well his liter- 
ature and composition and badly his other 
work, but think that the number such 
cases very much exaggerated. any case,

Training Logic 

The greatest weakness most young stu- 
dents their inability generalize, draw 
logical conclusion from any given set 
facts. the English-teaching group are 
much blame for this as, and perhaps 
more than, any other group teachers. 
find very hard impress students with 
the fact that they are not studying English 
just because English, just because 
listed subject that taught, and which 
credits are necessary for graduation. They 
have much the same attitude toward 
they have toward algebra. Some classics are 
studied, textbooks are gone over, 
some outside reading done, large 
bundle themes written, and lo! 
English credit follows. must change this 
attitude. English really ought not con- 
sidered much separate study, but only 
detached from other subjects the course 
instruction. Its main purpose aid the 
creation and the expression thought, and 
its relation thought growth vital. 
think symbols; not possible think 
blank chaos; and the symbols that spring 
most readily the mind are language sym- 
bols. too likely, then, that when language 
development ceases, thought growth stops 
also. This the reason why English im- 
portant, and why has made such strides 
the past quarter century our schools. 
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And this, too, another reason why think 
that more time should spent upon exposi- 
tion the form classics, and upon the 
teaching exposition composition work; 
for exposition, above all the other forms 
discourse, makes for mental growth. 


Exposition Remedy 


Now suggesting this remedy for most 
the poor work done English, especially 
composition, aware that lay myself 
open the charge putting undue stress 
upon the mental development the student, 
the neglect his character, and the 
neglect his aesthetic emotional side. 
guilty this charge not intention 
the least. recognize the fact that character 
is, above all, the thing must strive build 
responsible for turning out classes 
any such product Wordsworth writes 
his Poet’s Epitaph: 

One whose smooth-rubbed soul can cling 

Nor form nor feeling, great small; 
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reasoning self-sufficing thing. 
intellectual all-in-all! 


While admit, then, that growth char- 
acter and emotional depth should the first 
ideals, still belief that our present weak- 
ness does not lie either direction. all 
career teacher, have never been re- 
proached for not having tried, for having 
failed, stimulate the emotional the 
ethical students; never have been told 
that attempts build character are, and 
have been, failures. But often has been 
borne upon that pupils cannot spell, 


cannot make correct sentences, good para- 


graphs, good themes; have skill repro- 
ducing the thoughts others, making 
clear their own. find that more careful 
and more extensive study exposition 
would remedy most these weaknesses. Let 
us, then, give more attention exposition 
the selection classics, the requirements 
composition, and our methods 
teaching.

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IDEAL HOME 


What ideal home? How can you make 
your home ideal? These questions were put 
seventh grade, preparatory the working 
out project which proved valuable from 
religious, social, and English standpoint. 

The general definition the word ideal and 
its specific meaning descriptive home 
were first considered. Such adjectives beau- 
tiful, happy, modern, attractive, Christian, 
peaceful, and orderly were suggested differ- 
ent pupils, written the blackboard, and dis- 
cussed regard the respective values the 
qualities they signified. The class decided that 
the last three were essential, since home that 
Christian, peaceful, and orderly must 
happy one, and must conform their 
notion ideal one. 

attempting answer the second ques- 
tion, the children began realize that their 
part the problem homemaking was 
real one, and that their homes would become 
more nearly ideal they performed their part 
faithfully. Obedience, helpfulness, cheerfulness, 
and good example were chosen the principal 
factors. 

Papers were written the children, briefly 
giving their own ideas those gleaned from 
the discussion. Thomas, aged 12, wrote: 


ideal home one that has peace; one that 
has happiness; one that has joy. must have 
obedient children and patient parents, clean 
both body and soul. 

make home ideal, should give prompt 
obedience mother and father, have patience 
with younger brothers and sisters, and give 
good example. should keep myself physically 
strong, mentally awake, and morally straight. 


The compositions were corrected the 
teacher, the best were read the class, and all 
were rewritten during the next composition 
period. 

special study obedience was made dur- 
ing the religion periods for the two succeeding 
weeks, great stress being placed upon this 
virtue, one the chief contributions which 
the children were able make toward 
ideal home. Meanwhile, topics for further de- 
veloping the home idea were dealt with during 
English periods, the time regularly given 
for written composition. Art and penmanship 
periods, too, were made correlate with, and 
contribute to, the main idea the project. 
The plan was follows: 


Teacher’s Aim 

instill deeper love for parents, and 
greater respect for their authority. 
Pupils’ Aim 

learn the value obedience. 


Sources Material 

Catechism, Bible, Bible history, United 
States history, pictures the Holy Family 
from Catholic magazines and other sources.

FRACTIONS THE FIRST 
GRADE 


What and how much the field frac- 
tions should considered during the first 
grade? Just what the outgrowth experi- 
ences can led have is, course, the 
answer. Any instruction should connected 
with activities where fractional part used 
and made informal possible. Yet there 
are prepared exercises which part can 
brought their attention, will sug- 
gested this article.

The major objectives adequate pro- 
gram study-type reading may classified 
into four large groups: namely, comprehen- 
sion, location information, organization, 
and retention.

Various methods are used teaching the 
recognition the letters the alphabet but 
each may not equally effective.

Units work the first-grade classroom 
provide excellent leads beginning work 
alphabetizing.

the alphabet far was able. Results 
were recorded. was found that several chil- 
dren were able say the complete alphabet. 
This was incentive the other pupils 
want learn also. 

teaching the children know the alpha- 
bet sequential order, the class said 
together. Part the class period was used 
individual and group recitation. Another 
activity was have the child say the alpha- 
bet, beginning with certain letter and finish 
it; for instance, begin with and finish; 
correlate with music, the children were taught 
sing the alphabet. 

Besides learning the alphabet sequential 
order, some time each day was given recog- 
nition the individual letters. The children 
enjoyed naming letters their own names, 
the names their classmates, and 
known words. For more drill recognition, 
alphabet cards were used for few minutes 
every day, each child taking his turn say- 
ing the cards while they were flashed. Soon 
nearly all the pupils were able recognize 
the letters. 

When the children were able recognize 
the letters quite readily they were eager 
learn write them. very short time 
some pupils were able write the entire al- 
phabet without copy. 

Pupils must know letter relationship also. 
help develop this skill, alphabet exercises 
were placed the blackboard. The children 
were directed write the letter that comes 
just before and the letter that comes just 
after the one the blackboard. The follow- 
ing example this type work: 

This exercise great help seeing and 
feeling the relationship letters each 
other. 

Another device used was the alphabet 
booklets. These consisted exercises which 
may used over and over again. two 
exercises the booklets were alike and the 
booklets were numbered that each could 
used number times without anyone 
having the same exercise twice. The exercises 
were made with primary type and pasted 
heavy cardboard which was bound with cloth 
booklet form. The small individual letters 
were typed oaktag and cut apart. extra 
supply capital and small letters were put 
each envelope allow for losing.

The Dream Descartes 

Jacques Maritain. Translated Mabelle 
Andison. Cloth, 220 pp. $3. The Philosophical 
Library, New York, 1944. 

Modern philosophy, outside scholastic cir- 
cles, stems very great extent from René 
Descartes’ ideas. Descartes (1596-1650) broke 
completely so, least, intended with 
scholastic tradition and attempted lay en- 
tirely new foundation for the whole system 
philosophy. Oddly enough, received his in- 
centive remake philosophy dream, and 
was convinced this dream had its origin divine 
inspiration. 

Unfortunately, Descartes’ reorientation phi- 
losophy amounted revolution which eventu- 
ally led philosophic chaos. Scorning all evi- 
dence the contrary, contended that the 
essence the mind thought, and the mind 
creates science the simple process de- 
ducing means intuition from the seeds 
truth innate the mind itself. Furthermore, 
Descartes split man into two complete substances, 
soul and body; the soul pure thought, the 
body pure extension. This ultradualism the 
nature man could lead only 
itualism the soul and ultramechanism 
the body. The inevitable result was rationalistic 
idealism and mechanistic materialism. 

This was the luckless which Descartes 
bequeathed his intellectual progeny. won- 
der modern physics and modern psychology, 
explaining the nature man, can find com- 
mon ground their proper fields which would 
help harmonize their respective findings 
higher, comprehensive synthesis.. Psychophysical 
parallelism has become the favorite solution 
the body-mind problem, and that leaves the evi- 
dent ultimate unity the human person totally 
unexplained. 

All this—and much more—is brought out 
with unusual clarity Jacques Maritain’s in- 
cisive analysis The Dream Descartes.—C.

Had been acquainted 
with the crown Scholasticism, the works 
St. Thomas Aquinas, could not readily have 
called Scholasticism the enemy humanism. 
gives the impression that unduly relies au- 
thority, that its syllogistic method arriving 
truth not very reliable one, and that 
concerned chiefly with vain logical distinctions. 

However, since historically Scholasticism has 
not always shown its true colors its proponents, 
Professor Atkins fully justified blaming in- 
dividual Scholastics. Especially 
has the right attack those among them who 
frowned literature who were absorbed 
philosophy and theology not have time 
for the humanities.
